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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant is argueing that duplicating the 
number of reels and applying more than one film amounts to a patentably distinguishing step because it is not explcitly provided in the prior 
art. The examiner disagrees and notes that Washizaki generally provides the method though only provides the one reel of film. There is 
number of reasons that multiple films might be desired, with just one being that the single reel might not be large enough to cover the 
desired amount of substrate. It has been well established and continually upheld by the courts that merely duplicating essential working 
parts (such is in the number of film rolls) does not amount to a patentably distinguishing step unless a new or unexected result is being 
produced (In re Harza, 274 F.2d 669, 124 USPQ 378 (CCPA 1960). In this case duplicating the reels provides the expected result of either 
being able to double film the substrate face or to apply the film to slectively apply the film on a substrate. As indicated in the action, the film 
of Washizaki is a protective film so locating the film to a certain area is expected to provide protection to only the the applied areas and 
applying more than one layer would be expected to provide increased protection. Also, note that rearraging the parts (i.e. the film location) 
has also been established by the courts as an obvious modification unless the rearangment produces unexpected results (In re Japikse, 
181 F.2d 1019, 86 USPQ 70 (CCPA 1950); however, in this case the film is known to provide protection and be light trasnmissible so 
selectively locating the film merely expectedly moves these features to another location. Unless the applicant can provide unexpected 
results for using mulitple reels the mere duplication of parts is maintained as an obvious modification. 
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
